Barbs Have Unforeseen Price 


■ DALLAS — The AM A is ponying 
up lo settle a suit tiled by a kut' 
gt'im who said JAMA did him wrong. 

A lawyer for Dr. Charles Crenshaw 
and Clary Shaw, coauthors of a hook 
on the Kennedy a.mssinat lull, claimed 
“complete vindication.” The plaintiffs 
will he paid “by any measure a substan- 
tial sum,” said attorney I). Head ley K I/.- 
zia, hut the exact amount was secret, 
T)ie AM A declined lo comment. 

Dr. Crenshaw and Shaw said their 
paperback hook, JFK: Conspiracy of 
Silence, fell off bestseller lists after at- 
tacks on it in JAMA, 

Dr. Crenshaw, who was a resident 
surgeon at the till where Kennedy 
was taken, claimed JAMA defamed 
him by recklessly questioning whether 
he was really there. He also alleged that 
JAMA editor Ucorgc Lundbcrg, in try- 
ing to push the assassination events as 
depicted by JAMA, defamed him by 
calling lire honk a “sad fabrication 


based on unsubstantiated allegations.” 

In addition to AMA and Dr. Lund- 
berg, the pair sued Dennis Breu, then 
a JAMA writer; a conspiracy-theory 
critic; and (lie Dallas Morning News. 

The suit springs from two articles by 
Bren in the May 27, 1992, JAMA. Dr. 
Luudherg sKid they were the ilrsi In- 
terviews given by lour Dallas liU physi- 
cians anti the two pathologists who did 
Kennedy's autopsy (though that turned 
out to be wrong). At an AMA press eon- 
iereiiee in New York, lie and Breu heaped 
scorn on Dr. Crenshaw's observation 
I hal Kennedy's entrance wounds might 
have been from the front, contrary tu 
what the pathologists told Breo. 

The Breo articles said erroneously 
that J h. Crenshaw was never mentioned 
in the Warren Commission report. Breo 
also conceded he never interviewed 
Dr. Crenshaw. In a sworn deposition, 
a JAMA editor said the articles had no 
outside peer review, — Mark liloani
